Interrupting his tour of drouth 


jt«tps to attend the funeral of the 
second Roosevelt cabinet officer since 
the administration began in March, 


1933, the President planned to spend 
the day on his special train at Salt 
Lake City until the services started 
(at 3 p. m., mountain standard time) 
in the Mormon Tabernacle. 


No appointments were made for 


the President during his stay in the 
city. After the service, he arranged 
to attend the Masonic and military 
graveside honors- at Mount Olivet 
wmetery, and then return Immedi- 
ately to his train. He will leave at 
6 p m. (M.S.T.) tonight for

In tome school* classes in safety 


first on the roadi are given. Tht 
problem of motor accidents hai be- 
come very urgent, and the authorities 
are very wisely starting to train the 
young in habits of caution. Fre- 
quently a traffic officer is asked to ad- 


* dren the children and from his own 
experience warn them of the worst 
hazards and how to avoid them. 


One small girl came nome from 


school and announced that "SOS" 
meant "Stay On Sidewalks." "The 
policeman told us so in school this 
morning." she insisted. The class who 
heard this novel interpretation of the 
familiar call for belp. never forgot 
it After that if a child walked or the 
concrete instead of the sidewalks, 
there was a shout of "SOS!" from all 
his better-behaved and more cautious 
school - fellows who were obeying 
rules. 
.The toll, of life, especially chil- 
dren's lives, taken in traffic accidents 
is appalling. In one case where two 
boys were arrested for speeding, the 
judge suspended sentence and tti as 
tb* penalty an enforced visit to the 
accident ward of a hospital, hoping 
that the shocking picture of the re- 
sults of automobile wreckage would 
work its own cure. 


Parents have a responsibility In 


teaching children to get about in 
traffic with the minimum of danger 
and inconvenience to cars and pedes- 
trians alike. Children are naturally 
foolhardy, because being inexperi- 
enced, they cannot envision the con- 
sequences of their behavior. It is the 
duty of both parents and teachers to 
set the example of caution and to 
teach the rules and courtesies of th* 
road. 


Children who see adults breaking 


rules, in "and out of cars, cannot be 
expected to observe the rules them- 
selves. Sidewalks and more side- 
walks and .the habit of using them 
would be a good ideal for every com- 
munity.

"Highway Safety" 
Inaugurated Today 


Albany, N. Y., Sept. 1 (#•)—-New 


York state Inaugurated 
"Highway 


Safety Month" today with a new law 
increasing penalties for reckless driv- 
ing. 


Passed by the 1936 legislature, the 


law became effective today. 
It es- 


tablishes a new crline, 
"criminal 


negligence In the operation of a ve- 
hicle" and makes the offender liable 
to five years in state prison or a fine 
of $5,000 or both. 


At the same time Governor Her- 


bert H. Lehman proclaimed Septem- 
ber "Highway Safety Month" and 
called on teachers and clergymen es- 
pecially to aid in spreading the doc- 
trine of safety on the roads. 


Pointing out that with the reopen- 


ing of schools, children again would 
be subjected to traffic dangers, the 
governor urged on teachers "the Im- 
portance of stressing the significance 
of the safety movement." 


"I further recommend," he said, 


"the subject of public safety as an 
appropriate theme for clergymen and 
public speakers* * *." 


Under the new statute state offi- 


cials *ald, drivers will be arrested in 
all eases where there Is evidence of 
criminal negligence or careiessneea. 
Where fatalities result, the homicide 
section of the penal code will be in- 
voked. 


Penalties for reckless driving con- 


victions are increased. 
A first con- 


viction will bring a maximum fine 
of $100 or a maximum jail sentence 
of 30 days. 


A second conviction within 18 


• months calls for a fine of $50 and 
a maximum of $250 or 90 days In 
jail or both. A third conviction in 
18 months carried a minimum fine of 
$100 and a maximum fine of $500 
or 180 day* In jail or both and revo- 
cation of the driver's license.
